>My DX-40 has a rather skittish final amplifier. I would 
>like to neutralize the final to get rid of its tendency to 
>oscillate on its own. Does anyone on the list have any info 
>that would help? 


Yes, go find out what is wrong and fix it. I have several of these units, 
one runs continuously these days on an experiment, and when they go nuts I 
do look for what is wrong. I suggest avoiding changing anything in the 
design area in the radio to make it play. 


I have found the following things wrong in this era of Heathkits. First 
shorted, or open bypass capacitors, especially in the cathode and screen 
grid areas. Next is loose and or rusted or both hardware around the sockets 
and chassis. Lately I have found a number of resistors that have changed 
value up to + or - 50%, for some reason. Recently I found a resistor that 
was really two resistors - a crack right through the resistor that made it 
open or close depending on temperature and humidity - took a while to find 
the thing. I have one of these old DX-40's on 28 MHz and it has run for 
several years in intermittent service with the only outages in the shorted 
and open bypass capcitors. The open bypass is a stinker of a problem as it 
makes the amp. unstable and is very hard to find. I caught mine by 
soldering a known good bypass across each incircuit bypass untill the 
problem changed, then I changed out the old bypass.

Found a boatanchor at a sale this weekend that I need information on. It 
is a 250 pound plus Globe King transmitter. Aside from getting it down 
from the bed of my pick-up truck, the immediate problem is to determine 
what model Globe King I have. Here is where I need help! 


Here is what I know. The front panel only has the Globe King name on it; 
but, no model number. There is a switch that is labeled 80-40 and 20-10 
(this throws me off, since I thought the globe king operated from 160 to 10 
meters. I assume this must be a multiplier switch). The rig uses plug in 
coils. The RF chassis has the serial number 1706. A check of the tube 
line-up against the information on W5AMI's outstanding Web Page allowed me 
to eliminated the 275, 275A, 400 or 400A. These models used 2E26 as buffer 
while the one I have uses an 807. Since the 500 series used a 4-250 and 
this one used a pair of V-70D, I reasoned that I have either a 400B or 400C 
series transmitter. 


Looking at the modulator chassis wasn't much help! There two 5514's used 
as output tubes. The push-pull driver is a set of 6V6's. These could have 
been substituted for 6F6's at the factory or by the previous owner. Also,a 
6J5 is used as an amplifier instead of the 6C5 that the Globe King 400B and 
4O0C has. Otherwise it appears to be the same modulator that was used in 
the series 400 A, B, and C. 


My question still remains what model rig do I have. My logic used to 
narrow model number down may be in error. Can anybody point me in the 
right direction.

I have now had about 6 qsos with the ART-13. The last item that was needed was an 
output capicitor (I used a 90-1500 pf variable unit) to make a PI network and was 
able to get full brilliance out of 100 watt bulb. Next was to add an antenna and 
see what works. Changed loading from the bulb and put an swr meter in line and was 
able to get about 1.5 amps of rf out. That works out to about 125 watts out 
corresponding to about 250 watts in. Not bad. 

Audio reports was positive. I used an amplified d104 into the dynamic mic input 
(switch). I got good reports, restricted communications audio, mostly due to the 
d104 characteristics. One of the guys played the audio back to me and it sounded 
good. 


What fun! Got the old ART-13 on the air, got the power supplies working, and all 
it took was about two months and a lot of metal shop time to build the ps. Very 
nice. I need to take some pictures and put them up on my web page.

Hear, hear! This is just a general observation: "Stiff" tuning is usually 
the result of a xshaft* in a *xbushing* where the lubricant has nearly 
solidified. The cure is to remove the old lube by dissolving it out with a 
light oil and when smooth, low friction operation is restored, relube with 
the proper viscosity oil for the shaft bushing. I usually use 3-in-1 
electric motor oil which is about SAE 10 viscosity. Hope this helps.

As you know, I have been able to get rid of it but I 
recall that while doing it, close to V12 there was something written and it 
was definitely NOT 635, but something like 6SG7G... unfortunately, then I 
was not aware of the tube V12 should be and, as it was not same paint as 
the other tube types (it was as stamped with blue ink), I wipped it out 
without writting it down, thinking the info was in the manual. Wrong move
